“THE THIRD SCHEDULE

RATES OF DEAD RENT 

(APPLICABLE FOR ALL STATES AND UNION TERRITORIES EXCEPT THE 
STATE OF WEST BENGAL) 

1. Rate of dead rent applicable to the leases granted for low value 
minerals are as under:

First two years of lease 

3rd year onwards 

100/-

2. Two times the rate specified under (1) above in case of lease granted for 
medium value mineral(s). 

3. Three times the rates specified under (1) above in case of lease granted 
for high value mineral(s). 

4. Four times the rates specified under (1) above in case of lease granted 
for precious metals and stones. 

Note: 1. For the purpose of this notification,- 

(a) "precious metals and stones" means gold, silver, diamond, ruby, 
sapphire and emerald, alexandrite and opal; 

(b) . "high value minerals" means semi-precious stones (agate, gem 

garnet), corundum, coppei, lead, zinc, asbestos (chrysotile variety) and 
mica;
